The prob 
leiu at efficiently cutting hay and grain 
was not successfully solved until It 
was attacked by a man with an open 
mind, and he devised the knife of the 
modern mowing machine or reaper.—

ments who, when all the officers were 
killed off, took command and led the 
remnant of thejaaen clear _up to the 


southern line, There he fell ana was 


away by his comrades. 
We 


were much more apt to be impressed 
>y a single act of heroism like this 
;han by a great victory of a whole 
army, and 1 thought a great deal about 
:hls soldier who bad stepped out from 
the ranks to lead a handful of his com- 
rades, who bad been spared from the 
awful shower of bill let H and shells and 
cannon balls which had a clean sweep 
over that unbroken incline from the 
river to the rtdge.
